Shanghal is no longer a little basis 
of peace’ within a-clrcle of flames 
but ao neutral zone behind the 
Japanese lines. ‘While diplomatic, 
military and naval authorities of the 
International Settlement and French 
Concession ‘concern themselves with 
the new political and: military status 
of Shanghai, business men are sit- 
ting up nights trading patterns on 
the wall-paper and figuring out 


Japanese bayonets that surround the 
port. 


that Shanghal will never regain its 
former commercial opulence. «As 
soon as the actual hoiilitles moved 
out .of range of field: artillery and 
machine... guns, various | industrics 
showed slgns.of revival, several for- 
cign'vessels came up the Whangpoo 
River to unload and lond cargoes on 
the Shanghai Bund, storcs and shops 
reopened and other: cfforts were 
made towards recovery, . 


However, Shanghai without Its 
vast: hinterland js a_ stricken, 
paralyzed Shanghal. There will be 
little purpose in ships bringing In 
cargo or in mills. reopening unless 
some outlet through the Japanese 
lines 1s provided whereby goods may 
Pass Into or come from the: interior. 


The  authoritatlve — publication, 
Finance and Commerce, published in 
Shanghal, summarises the situation 
in this manner: 


“From the trade polnt, of view, 50 
far as that trade; !s concerned with 
the, exchange of goods: with the 
inland markets, Shanghai is isolated, 
and Japan Is in a position to pre- 
vent a resumption of commerce on 
anything like the former scale.

. CHARGED 


Three Chinese Die « 
Mysteriously 


A charge of murder was preferred 
agninst Li Fuk-yue, unemployed, 
when-he appeared before Mr, Barnett 
at the Kowloon Magistracy yesterday. 
Li was alleged ‘to have administered 
arsenic to a woman, Tang Kam, 40, 
at Tung Choi. Street, Mongkok, on 
“October 5, causing three deaths. 
Mr 
torney Genernl, appeared for’ the 
Crown, assisted -by Det.-Insp. Carcy, 
and Det.-Sgt. Headridge. . 

Mr,..Williams said Li was a -fre- 
quent visitor to Tang's ‘flat and 
allegedly had a grudge against her 
as she had accused him of stealing a 


fap spanner. 
On October 4, Li was Jin the 


kitchen for half an hour, saying he |- 


was boiling water for a bath. The 
next morning he brought some bean 
sprouts. : 

During the day Tang and another 
inmate of the flat’ became {11 and 
were taken to hospital. ‘Soon after. 
wards, Chon Lan, another Inm ., 
saw Li take an aluminium pot from 
B recess in the kitchen. It was a 
very old ond rusty pot, and was 
hardly ‘fit for usc. He was seen to 
put some water in it, and vigorously 
scrub the interior, empty the con- 
tents, and put pot-and brush away. 
He then went to a nearby store and 
gaye-his jacket to the assistant, who 
was rather inquisitive as to the con- 
‘tents of a parcel Lt had left there. 
On breaking. the paper, he found it 
contnined a reddish mineral rock. 
Bystanders made a remark. which 
caused the’ assistant to discard, the 
rock immedintely. Li ‘snatched Jt 
away. 


_ ARSENIC TRACES FOUND 


At the Hospltal, Dr. Pau dingnosed 
the illness of Tang and the other 
woman as polsoning. The worn 
and Tang's husband, who was also 
“taken to hospital, died the same day, 
and’Tang on October 6. 

The police had by then been in- 
formed, and Sgt. Headridge took 
possession of the remains of a meat 
and articles from the kitchen. 

These were sent to the Govern- 
ment Analyst, and most of them 
were found to contain traces of 
arsenic. The aluminium pot had c-y- 
stals of arsenic around the top. The 
brush also had some, and: Li's coat 
contalned crystals of arsenic oxide, 
which were also found on his finger 
nails, a 

Li war charged with murder on 
October 7, and In-a statement said 
the rice was cooked by Tang, who, 
he said, ate some rice, and then the, 
other woman snatched it away from 
her. -A_ possible explanation, .«} 
Mr. Willinms, as to how the other 
Woman came to be poisoned also was 
that Tang apparently noticed some- 
thing wrong with the rice, and she 
had volunteered to taste it for her, 

The hearing was adjourned until 
this afternoon.

In_ brief, 
he polnts out that in areas of moder- 
qite temperature, the body can more 
easlly dissipate the heat Jt gener- 
ates, thus stimulating bodily func- 
ons d Increasing energy. . 

In hotter ellmutes, where the warm 
moisture In the air Is high, the body 
finds diMculty in throwing off Its 
heat, resulting in on lowered vitality.

Of the 200,000 war refugees in the 
International Settlement and - ‘the 
French Concession, at least 200 dic 
of hunger each day, according to a 
survey . made -by the vernacular Ta 
Kung Po, generally considered the 
best Chinese Dally in China. 


This number ‘does not include those 
refugees who werg réturned. to thelr 
natlve pluces during .the. carly days 
of ‘the Shunghal _ hostilitl’r. - ‘Phe 
Natives Guild alone sent 30,000 of 
‘their numbers back to Ningpo, while 
the Kwangtung Natives Gulld was 
responsible for the returning of over 
20,000 “Cantonese” to the various 
districts in Kwangtung Provinge. 


About 80,000 of the 200,000. re- 
fugees now are being cared for by 
private charitable institutions, both 
Chinese and forcign. Every’ refugee 
jis provided with food and lodg- 
ing.

It is the inward mess- 
age, they will- say, which . matters, 
not the outward form.

Cun it be supposed that the words 
which have carried hope and awe, 
fortitude and consolation, into the 
minds of English people for 50 many 
gencratons would have had anything 
Nke the same virtue and powers if 
they had not been shaped Into a 
noble and unforgettable form? 


I quarrel- with this, It is as 
though Mr. Binyon should tell me to 
belleve th2 doctrines of a particular 
rellgion because of the colour _of the 
[robes worn by its ministers or th¢ 
music played in its cathedrals. 

One knows how translations im- 
poverish, Io remember a French 
Ophelia who, instead of the words, 
“Where is the beauteous majesty at 
Denmurk?’ came on to the silage. 
nudged a courth.r, and said, “La 
Reine de Denmark, hein?” 


Anybody who has tead a French 
Bible must be willing to allow that 
Tyndale's translation may be an im- 
provement on the Hebrew. It is 
nonsense, then, to say that the sub- 
stance of the Heberw Bible is onc 
with the English form. 


It 18 nonsense: to say .that, in any 
scale -other than the aesthetic, In- 
ward message and outward form are 
one, 


“Gulliver's Travels” are false, des- 
pite Swift’s English. The multiplica- 
tion table is true, derpite the poverty 
of Its style. The Bible would’ have 
contained the same mssage, though 
it would not hove been 50 memorable,
